Buonaparte,  to  the  Executive  Di- 
rectory. 
Head-quarters,  bologn,  July  3. 
While  a  diviiion  of  the  army,  citi- 
zens directors,  occupied  Bologn,  Fer- 
xai  a  and  Fayence,  another  from  lleg- 
gio  advanced  to  Pidoja,  from  whence 
it  thieatend  to  make  Uflilf  maftcf  of 
Rome-  by  Florence.  The  grand  duke 
at  Tufcany  lent  to  me  at  Bologn,  the 
JUarqnis  Monfrcdine,  to  reprcient  to 
me,  1  hat  having  retofcd  a  pafiage  to 
the  Neapolitans,  it  Would  be  unjutf 
tor  us  to  violate  a  territory  which 
the  coalcded  powers  had  refpeetcd. 
After  io-:ie  cooverl'ation,  he  appeared 
fiftiafied  with  a  proportion  which  1 
maiie  to  him  ejf  not  paffing  through 
Florence  ;  and  it  was  agreed,  that 
tfeat  divfion  fiiould  March  to  Rome  by 
bienna.

The  G.  Duke  has  p\*hifti  in  prifon 
and  will  puriifli  him  fev«rely  —  That 
officer  is  known  in  Leghorn  by  his 
hatred  to  the  French  ;  bas  comman- 
ded a  Neapolitan  frigate  againlt  us  ; 
he  is  fold  to  the  bnglilh  — Y  ou  will 
find  enclofed  is  a  copy  of  my  letter, 
and  the  Grand  Dukes  anfwer. 

You  will  find  fobjoined  hereto  the 
order  which  1  have  given  to  the  French 
Couful.  w  ho  appears  a  man  of  probi- 
ty, and  one  in  whom  confidence  can 
he  placed.  — Me  has  already  placed 
feals  upon  the  iingli'h  magazines,  and 
he  hopes  this  capture  w  ill  be  worth 
feven  or  eight  millions  to  the  Repub- 
kc. 

The  conftetnation  at  Leghorn  was 
hut  momenra  <y— the  good  conduct  of 
the  troops  hath  quieted  the  inhabit- 
ants. I  have  left  there  a  ftrong  gar- 
rifon  and  General  Vaubois  to  com- 
mand them  with  the  enclofed  inllruc- 
tions. 

I  left  it  the  following  day  ;  I  palled 
through  Florence  with  Berthier  and  a 
pv:rr  of  my  fuite  ;  we  were  made  molt 
perfectly  welcome.  The  Grand  Duke 
gave  ns  a  dinner,  which  I  thought 
proper  to  accept.  They  allure  nie 
that  they  have  always  at  Florence 
dtfapproved  of  the  c oviduct  of  thole 
at  Leghorn.  Tlie  Minilter  of  the 
Republic  at  Flo.  ence  has  pcrfonally 
allilled  my  different  operations.  The 
Grand  Duke,  although  folicited  on 
all  fides  to  go  away,  hath  refuted  to 
lend  an  ear  to  his  and  our  enemies  ; 
he  has  remained  firm  in  his  capital, 
furroundod  by  our  troops,  repofing 
hiinfVlf  on  French  integrity— thiscon- 
duc\  has  given  him  a  place  in  my  ef- 
teem.  The  Republic  of  Lucca  have 
Voluntarily  furniflied  me  with  6000 
fufils  of  which  tlie  army  had  great 
need,  the  campaign  having  conlidcra- 
hly  injured  our  arms.
